And here the leltering stopped. 
After a while I went back lo the 
man in charge, and asked him what 
fnrlher ho knew of the little fellow 
who bought the stone. 

"Not much,' he said, 'not much. 
Didn't you nolicea fresh little grave 
near the one with the stoneV Well, 
that's where he is. He came here 
every afternoon for some time, work- 
ing away al that stone, and one day 
I missed him, and then for several 
4layM. Then the man came out from 
(he church that had biiiind the 
luothet, and ordered Ihe grave dug 
Ity her side. T asked if it was for 
the litte chap. He naid It was. 
The boy had sold all his papers one 
day, and was hurrying along Ihe 
titreet out this way. There was a 
runaway team just above the cross- 
ing, and — well, he was run over, 
fltid llve<l but a day or two. He 
lifid in his hand, when ho was picked 
np, Hii old Hie sharped down to .a 
point that he did all Ihe lettering 



with. They said he seemed lo be 
lliinking only of that until he died, 
for he kept s. tying, ' I didn't g«*t it 

• loiK*; but she'll know I meant to 
liniHh it, won't she? I'll I<>11 her .so, 
for she'll be waiting for me.' Ami, 
boys, he died with those woids on 
his lips."

l-'iyinir Men 

Two brothers — Stephen and 
Joseph Mountgf.lfler, sonsof athiifty 
old papermnker of Annonay, France 
— wer<< branded as hopelessly lazy 
and shiftless by their good father 
and their bustling neighbors. 

For instead of toiling in the paper 
mill the brothers had a way of wan- 
dering out into the country where, 
for hours, they would lie on thwii 
backs, gazing up at the clouds. 
There was no money in this sort of 
thing The busy folk of Aunonay 
piophesietl that Ihe pair of sky ga- 
zers would amount to nothing, and 
sympathized with the old paper- 
maker over his worthless sons No 
one who watched (ho two men lying 
motionless, staring dreamily up at 
the while cloud patches in the 
blue sky, would have dreamed that 
the brolhers were trying to solve the 
most knotty problem that ever 
preplexed mankind. Yet in those 
so called " lazy dreams" the secret 
of flying was first learned. 

F-ver since thedsys of mythology, 
peojde had been trying to master 
I lie air ; even as I hey had mastered 
lan<l and water and tire. Cranks 
had built wing.s, launched them- 
selves from roofs, and had broken 
their necks Learned men had 
figuied out the ease whereby man 
might mount the air like a bird. 
But wIkm) such cxpeiiments inid 
been tried, I hoy proved wor.se than 
foolish The tipper air remained 
unexplored, anil seemed likt^ly to 
continue so until the end of the 
world. 

But Spencer M(Uitgollier refused 
to give up the probhMn as lun)oless. 
He interested his brother in it, and 
together they sought for years to 
work it oul. They noticed that the 
clouds i'o.se above the earth and hung 
there. They wondered why. At 
Insl, Stephen suggested it was be- 
cause t he clouds were made of smoke 
and thai smoke was lighter than air. 
Ho belicveii if a very light bag were 
lilled with smoke il would rise. Also 
if such a bag were large enough il 
would carry people up iuto the air 
wiil» it. And he l>egan to make such 
a bag. 

Choosing Ihe lightest materials he 
could fiiKl, he construcited a l)ag of 
thin paper, lighted a (ire undor the 
opening of il, unlil the inside was 
lull of smoke, then stopped np the 
(laper nu>ulh and tossed the smoke- 
filled bag into the air. Sure en- 
ough, il floated. The problem was 
solvofl. "Fill a bag with smoke 
and it will fly!" was Slephen's deci- 
sion. As H matter of fact, he had 
but one idea, and that was a wrong 
one. He had blundered upon one. 
And he did not even know what 
tlie discovery was. 

Stephen thought the bag rose 
because il was full of smoke. Not 
tuitil long afterward did men dis- 
cover that Ihe real lea.son for the 
bag's flying was because heated air 
is many limes lighter than Ihe cold 
air around il. The fiie uiidernealh 
heated the air in the bag and made 
it rise. 

Air expands when it is healed, 
and al once become rarelled. If, 
together willi the bag, it is lighter 
than the surrounding air which it 
displaces the bag and its heHt<»d 
air will rise until they reach a 
height wlioie Ihe displaced air 
equals them in weight. 

Stephen then made a linen bag, 
lined with pa|)er — the first prac- 
tical balloon ever const ruclcd, and 
niled it with liot air by holding its 
moiHh oV(>r a fire of chopped straw. 
He and .loseph then Numuioned 
all the iuha>>itants of Annonay to 
witness the result of Iheii "dream- 
ing." On Juno 5, 1783, the linen 
ballon (KW feet round) was inflated 
and set free. It whirled upward lo 
a vast height, floated nearly two 
miles, then slowly sank. For the 
first lime in all history, man had 
created something that would fly ! 
The onlookers could not believe their 
eyes. They liailed Stephen and 
Jo.seph as miracle workers Some 
beli(»ve<l the new flying matthine was 
an invention of the devil. All over 
Europe and America went the 
marvoluuM tidings. 

A Parisian named Charleastraight- 
way built a balloon, and the city of 
Paiis turned out on Augusts:!, 1873, 
to SCO it fly. Il rose 3W0 feel , fioaled 
15 miles am! fell into a field where 
angry farmers (thinking U an evil 
spirit) fore it inl^ia thousand pieces. 

The Montgolflers sent up a 
wonderful painted balloon in the 



presence of the French king and all 
his court at Versailles in 1783. In 
a car fastened to the balloon were a 
duck, a iiH>ster and a sheep. These 
passengers landed safely after a 
flight of two miles. lu the same 
year a balloon ascension was made 
from Philadelphia. 

On January 19, 1784, another 
flying experiment occurred near 
Annonay. Seven men ( Joseph 
MontgolHer among then) were in the 
car. They stayed aloft 15 minutes. 

Airships of a rude sott were now 
a r«'ality. Men had learned how to 
travel through air. But there are 
no record that Stephen MontgolHer, 
first of the "flying men" ever 
made.such a flight. He was content 
to provide the means, and left 
the .iflual .soaiing to others. — 
Sel.

Most of us want to live as long as 
possible. Life may not have proved 
all we thought it would in youth, 
but such as it is, It seems to be hu- 
man nature to cling to it, regardless 
of the fact that there may l)e coming 
a much belter time hereafter. So 
it is that all humanity listens to the 
scientists, who are doing great 
things nowadays, when they tell us 
how our life may be prolonged. 

Living in Ihe world's civilized 
parts has become so well conducted 
that many people do not die until 
th(>y succumb to what is called 
" old age." What is " o'd age ?" 

The great inevsligators will tell 
you that it ia when the time 
comes that the bones of the body 
accnmulale such matter that they 
are brittle and distvised and when 
the arteries through which the 
blood is pumped have accumulate<l 
a lining that is not as flexible as it 
was once, and which has a smaller 
orifice and so doe.s not give room 
for the great blood-pumping pro- 
cesses of youth. So comes .seniliiy. 

Well, what changes the bonesatid 
what gives these more or less crusty 
and dea<lly linings 'o the arteries? 
The interference throughout the 
years with the working of he body's 
functions by the detritus accu- 
mulated from the food we lake, a 
slight biH ever-increasing extension 
of a clogging of the machinery, until 
the end comes. 

How can wo save ourselves? 
What is the remedy? The scientists 
—at least a lot of them — sp.y that we 
can delay the advance of age, that 
we can .stop these sinister changes 
— the changes in the bone and Ihe 
lining of Ihe arteries — by drinking, 
indeed, almost living upon sour 
milk, which means Koumiss, or sour 
milk in its ordinary sense, or Ihe 
"clabbered" n\ilk in any of its 
forms. 

Ill all this tlio seienlisis are not 
talking foolishly, for those who 
advocate the sour milk theory in- 
clude men internationally famous, 
and they give their rea.sons, under- 
standable to anybody, why the 
difTereit forms of sour milk sustain 
Ihe body without adding lo Ihe 
dangerous sheathing of its bhwd 
pa.ssages or making limestone of ita 
1)011 es. 

And thus is expressed the latest 
offering of science to aid the pro- 
longation of human life. They are 
modest about il ; there is nothing 
definite to the entl in what the great 
students atid thinkeis suggest, but 
they are not to bo laughed al. 
Aixl builermilk is within the reach 
of almost all of us. — Ex,

Theodore G. Griggs of 101 North 
Fifteenth street. East Orange, is the 
inventoi of a fowl-plucking device, 
which poultry raisers who have 
inspected it believe will fill a want 
in the industry. Other machines 
have Iwen Invented to do the work 
which Griggs provides for in his 
machine, but none has heretofore 
been anything more than an inter- 
esting piece of machinery with little 
practical worth. 

Griggs departs from the lines 
followed in other machines and in- 
troduces an entirely now method. 
The fowl to be plucked is placed on 
an endless traveling belt and carried 
through a series of fingers, which 
are so arranged that they go over the 
entire birds, plucking it clean of 
feathers. The danger of tearing 
the skin is avoided by the simple 
expedient of having the fingers 
clutch only a few feathers at a time. 
The size of the bird is no factor 
whatever. It will stay in the ma- 
chine until pincked, whether large 
or small. A pneumatic tube carriea 
away the feathers aa fast as they 
are removed. 

Griggs is a civil engineer, and 
never raised a chicken in his life, 
but he noticed a few years ago, 
while visiting a friend who ransa 
|)oultry farm, that the labor of 
removing feathers from the birds 
was one of the chief items of cost in 
preparing the product for market. 
It is said that the owner of one of his 
machines will be able to reduce hia 
expenses by 80 per cent. — New 
York Sun.

The centre of the ball is a globe 
of compressed cork, covered with 
rubber. This globe is about an 
inch in diameter. Around it are 
woand a few layers of coarse twine. 
The next step is to send it to wind- 
ing room. The winding machines 
first wind on thick four-ply blue 
yarn. At frequent intervals the 
ball is soaked in a cement solution 
and put aside to dry. The nemeut 
preserves the shape of the ball and 
makes it firm. 

In the course of winding the ball 
goes through many different hands. 
Kach woikman tests it for size and 
weight l)efoie he passes it along. 
The machines insure tight and even 
winding, and there are different 
machines for different sizes of yarn. 
These machines are ojwrated in 
secret in a looked room. 

After the ball has l>een wound 
to the proper size with blue and 
white yarn, and dipped in the 
cement solution, it is wound finally 
with smaller yarn. Thus the firm, 
rough centre is overlaid with finer 
and finer material until it is smooth 
and perfwt, ready foi the cover. 

For this the best horse hide is us- 
ed. The pieces are cut by hand and 
dampened and stretchetl. The ball 
is put iuto clamps and the cover 
sewed on with cotton thread, which 
has a greater frietional strength than 
linen or silk. Kach ball is sewed 
by hand and then pat into a ma- 
chine that irons down the seams. 
Then another machine poUahes it. 
After that It is stamped and wrap- 
ped in tissue paper and tin foil 
ready for the market. 

A ball weighs five ounces and is 
nine inches in circumference. In 
the couise of construction It ia 
weighed and measured five times.

No practice game of footliall with 
outride parties was played last 
Wednesday, as a team could not l>o 
secured to come out. However, the 
u.siial scrimmage with the scriilw, 
was chanjjed into an elite affair, 
with trimmintrs, and it was all the 
first team could do lo getaway with 
an 18 to 6 victory. 

For ihe secon<l lime in the history 
of the College the Gallaudet team 
played Franklin Marshall, at Lan- 
caster, Pa. Ill 1903, diirint; the 
captaincy of Erickson, '0.3, the team 
mot defeat at the hands of the Lan- 
c;ister boys by the score of 63 to 0. 
The game this year was in the na- 
ture of a suiistitution for our regu- 
lar game with Johns Hopkins, but 
was none the less accepial)le.

And, on the whole, Franklin-Mar- 
shall worked for every point they 
secured. 

The Gallaudet team never re- 
ceived iietler treatment than that 
at the hands of the Franklin-Mar- 
shall iioys, and, on the whole, the 
defeat is not lamentable. 7'he 
victory is not always tbe prime 
oliject in a game like this, and wo 
give every credit lo our boys for 
their conduct, while making our 
best l)ow to Frankliii-.Marshall.

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The above was the program from 
" 8p.m. to midnight," Wednes- 
day.

Foundei's Day, so called in hon- 
or of Harvey Prindle Peet, LL.D., 
Ihe founder of this Institution, was 
lememliered, as it has been annual- 
ly, by the following events in honor 
of Dr, Peel's memory. The writer 
has set them forth lo the t>est of his 
ability, 

Tlie battalion, which has been in 
constant practice since last Seplem- 
lier in order to reach as near the 
acme of perfection, on November 
19lli, Founder's Day, was called 
out, and ceavsed to be judged as a 
whole for Ihe present each company 
to be respected for its merits, the 
winning company lo be awarded 
the honor of guarding the colors for 
the following yf>ar. The belts and 
gloves that had been U8e<l on No- 
vember 16lh, auain made their 
appearance on the persons of the 
drilling cadets, it taking about an 
houi to get the companies prepared. 
After each company had been found 
reaiiy, they were kept at rest, prior 
lo the arrival of Ihe judges, Major 
Foster, 12lli Regiment, N. G. N. 
Y., a member of Governor White's 
Staff, Cajitains Frank T. Foley, 
flenry T. Ashmore of Ihe same Re- 
giment, Captain .lohn W. Elmes, of 
tlie G9tl) Regiment, and Lieutenant 
E. K. Rogers, of the 13th Regiment. 
Upon the arrival of Ihe above, ^he 
companies were marched out into 
th" boys' yanl and then went through 
the ceremony of saluting the colors. 
The i-eview followed, which was in 
turn succeeded by Ihe Butts Drill 
Th« rhythm and sway of ^notion 
shown by the cadets during these 
exercises commanded Ihe admira- 
tion of the judges. The evening 
parade followed, after which Ihe 
companies were again lined up as 
before the manoeuvres. Soon, how- 
ever. Company " A" took the field, 
and for the space of perhaps fifteen

Company 
" B," Cad'd Captain Brauer, 
ursurped " A"8 place, and emulat- 
ed " A" in respect to the inaooeu- 
vres. Last of all, came Co. " C." 
Starting at double lime, it went 
through several manoeuvres, then 
changing to "quick time" went 
through Ihe list of evolutions from 
top to liottom. By this time the 
judges had reached a decision, so 
Cadet Captain Quinn bi-ought his 
company back into line. 

The colors were then brought for- 
ward, and Colonel Currier, inter- 
preting for Major Foster gave the 
judge's decision speaking in text as 
follows: The unanimous opinion I 
of the judges is that " B" Company 
presented an almost perfect exhiliit, 
with honorable mention of Company 
" C," which was a close second. 
Cadet Captain Quinn, oommanding 
Corapauy '* C," pioved his efficiency 
as a drill master in bringing these 
youngest boys to this high degree 
of excellence in the school of the 
soldier, which elicited the admira- 
tion and commendation of the 
judges. 

Company " B" was then hronght 
forward and the colors formally 
presented, alter which it marched 
past Ihe companies, which .saluted as 
it passed to its own station. After 
this the companies were dismissed. 

The visiting ju<lge8 remained to 
see the lK)y« go through the Butts 
Calisthenic Exercises, and also saw 
the pupils file into Ihe dining room. 
When they pas8e<l " the winning 
Captain, Major Foster and the 
other otflcets all expressed theia 
heartiest congratulations.

As Dr. Feet's birthday fell on a 
Saturday, it was of cour«e iin- 
possilile 10 hold ihe exercises in the 
morning of that date. " However, 
Ihe postponing of rhat arrangement 
<Jid not in the least detract from the 
interest caused by the various items 
on Ihe Sunday program. 

Prof. Jones opened the services 
as usual, but on Ihe couidusion of 
the hymn. Principal Currier mount- 
ed the platform and explained for 
alKiut half an hour the causes that 
were responsible for making "yes- 
terday today." He spoke of Dr. 
Peet in the most laudatory terms, 
dealing particularly on his deter- 
mination to overcome obstacles 
that hindered Ihe deaf, after which 
he retired to the rear of the chapel 
lo watch the Cadet Officers, who at 
Principal Currier's request, deliver- 
ed through Prof. Jones, each in his 
turn, beginning at the lowest in 
rank, came up and tohl what he 
knew about Dr. Peet. William 
Lux, who came first in line of 
temerity, mounted the platform, and 
delivered an address which can be 
said to equal Csesar's veni, vidi, 
vici, the text of which was that he 
never saw Dr. Peet. Gradually, in 
proportion to the increase in rank 
the expansiveness of Ihe stories 
grow greater, until when the higher 
officers were reached, we were re- 
galed with the history mixed with 
humorous tales, of Dr. Peet, his 
trials and achievements. 

U{)on the last Cadet Officer 
having made his debut and de- 
parture, our Rock of Gibraltar in the 
field of history and story. Prof. 
Jones, came forward, and for the 
remainder of a good half hour enter- 
tained us with stories and histoi-j 
which were original aud inter'sting 
to the highest degree. So absorbing 
were his statements, that the vest 
pocket conscience of every man, 
his watch, failed to be consulted, 
a tiare fifteen minutes being later 
foun<l left to prepare for dinner 
When that was discovered, the choir 
was called, which rendered the 
"Doxology," after which Principal 
Currier pronounced the Benediction 
in his clear and impressive signs. 
This concluded the morning 
chapel exerc'ses. The afternoon 
services were as usual, and were con- 
ducted by Prof. Best, Prof. Jones' 
story in the evening only heaped 
added laurels on that story scarred 
veteran of Ihe footlightf. 

The Sunday afternoon review and 
parade, as usual was the chief 
object of interest for all persons liv 
ing near the Institution. Principal 
Currier acted as reviewing officer. 

The Battalion, which had been 
practicing for nearly a week t>y 
marching around adjacent streeta, 
was finiUly called out last We«Ine8- 
day to participate in the military par- 
ade, which proceeded to Fort W;\sh- 
ington Park, whert> a memorial boul- 
der was unveiled in honor of the 
redout and Battle of Foit Washing- 
ton, which occurred one hundred 
and thirty-four years aco. At two 
o'clock the battalion, led by Major 
Van Tassell, marched to one hun- 
dred and Sixty-Fifth Street, where it 
stood at rest.

Alonzo Smith, a deuf-iuute, 23 
years of age, was struck by an 
Incoming passenger train on the 
Alabama Great Southern Railroad 
Hnnday at noon and fatally injured.

It is jiroposed to create a inenioi iul 
to the late.Rev. Thomas <4ullaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parisli 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, just weat 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-tlve feet back from the 
lino of the itreet to permit tlieereo- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form u facade 
to the church edifice and l)eacent«r 
of religioirs and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his nan^u ho^ always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most iltting memorial to him that 
this work bo now undertaken, St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mu tea. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-flve feet 
along the street front and tweuty- 
live feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, ro- 
ligioiiH aud i*idu8trial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York, The 
amount required for " The (4allau- 
et Memorial Parish Building" will 
e about $aO,OOU, and the building 
itself, in ita position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to tha 
tiilent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial,
